Yesterday afternoon, in the Mount 
Royal Arena, before over five hundred 
people, the Varsity hockey team inflicted 
a 9—0 defeat on the R.V.C. six. As a 
result of this game the much coveted 
William Bcatty Trophy will remain an- 
other year in the Queen City awaiting 
the rescuing hand of what is hoped will 
next year prove a champion R. V. C. 
leant. 

The opening of the first period saw 
the puck in possession of the Varsity 
centre, Miss Fcnwick. Ably hacked by 
her wings, she attempted to score, but 
was unsuccessful. Miss Donaldson also, 
in an attempt to score a few minutes 
later, failed through the watchfulness of 
Miss Kerr, the R.V.C. goaler. Miss 
Marshall then, in a lone rush, tried to 
net a goal for R-V.C. but was unable 
to pass the sturdy Varsity defence line. 
The play was at first evenly divided, the 
puck travelling back and forth towards 
each goal with equal rapidity. Time and 
time again Miss Fry attempted to break 
away with the puck, but the Varsity 
checking was loo effective. R. V. C. 
now began a. defensive game. Skating 
for some lime was fast and furious, 
Miss Stocking breaking away more than 
once, but due to lack of combination on 
Uic forward line R.V.C. failed to 
score. 

On a shot from the boards some time 
later Miss Hilliartl netted the first goal 
for Varsity, while Miss Donaldson in a 
like attempt a few seconds later failed. 
Miss Roy, then in a spectacular rush up 
the ice, succeded in out-manoeuvring the 
Varsity defence line, hut was unable 
to score. In a return attempt the Var- 
sity star defence, O. Mews, also failed 
to score. Play, on the part of the home 
tram, became decidedly aggressive, and 
the rink echoed continually with the 
cheers that rose lime and time again 
when Miss Roy, assisted by Miss Stock- 
ing, made rush after rush down the ice 
in promising attacks. Miss Milliard at 
length again succeded iu scoring for 
Varsity-. The Varsity wings and de- 
fence in turn made many attempts to 
score, hut with R-V.C. playing h;r 
three-man defence line ami Miss Kerr 
guardiiig the nets, such was impossible. 
Towards the end of the period the pby 
around the R.V.C. goal was fast and 
furious, Miss Kerr playing a game in 
the nets that took the spectators by 
storm. Miss Marshall and Miss Roy 
again attempted lo score for R.V.C.,, 
but tailed ; in a return rush the Varsity 
defence. Miss Mews, failed also to score. 
The period ended with the score 2—0 in 
favor of Varsity. 

The second period opened with min- 
gled feelings of trepidation and hope- 
fulness on the part of R.V.C.'s support- 
ers.

This aiterwoon at five o'clock the 
Very Rev. Albert Baillic, M.A., C.V.O. 
Dean of Windsor and Chaplain to His 
Majesty the King, will deliver an ad- 
dress in the Royal Victoria College 
under the aut-piccs oi the McGill Cana- 
dian Club., 

The Canadian Club has indeed been 
fortunate in obtaining during the year 
a number of notable speakers. Among 
the list arc to be noted the Governor- 
General of Canada; an cx-Primc Min- 
ister of Canada; the foremost Admiral 
in the United States Navy, and others 
of equal prominence. The addition oi 
ttiij name of the D:an of Windsor to 
this list is another achievement on the 
part of the executive of the club. 

The Dean oi Windsor has had a 
distinguished career in his church. 
Born in 1804, Dr. Baillic was educated 
at Marlborough College and Trinity 
College, Dublin. In his youth he dis- 
played marked ability as a public 
speaker. At the age of 34 Dr. Baillic 
was appointed Rural Dean and Rector 
of Rugby. From 1906 to 1917 he oc- 
cupied the pust of the Honourable 
Canon of Worcester. At the end oi 
his term of office he was appointed 
Chaplain to His Majesty and Dean of 
Windsor. 

Peculiar interest is attached to the 
visit of Dr. Baillic to this country. 
He is the nephew of Lord Elgin, one 
of the early Governors-General of Can- 
ada.- 

Dr. Baillic has the reputation of be- 
ing a confirmed optimist. When 
questioned concerning his views on the 
social aftermath of the war, he ex- 
pressed himself in most hopeful terms, 
lie does not consider the situation 
hopeless. They are the natural conse- 
quences of a period of abnormal ex- 
citement and will without doubt sub- 
side in the course of time. The Dean 
supported his opinion by a reference 
to the influence which came into play 
after Waterloo. For fifteen years after 
the close of the Napoleonic Wars re- 
ligious influence was apparcully dead; 
but after this period was over it reviv- 
ed. The Dean is confident that the 
same will be true of the present con- 
ditions. 

It .is of interest to note the picture 
given by the Dean of Windsor of the 
Royal Family. They are regular at

The spirit which prompts the campaign for the relief of Russian 
students is most commendable in its undoubted benevolent intent 
That it will be greeted with acclaim at McGill is almost too much to 
expect when we consider the needs of the University and that of 
many individual students, as well as that of many young men and 
women in Canada who might be in a position to attend university 
lectures were financial assistance to be afforded them. However, no 
oiie would deny the right to give by those who so desire; and in 
this fact the campaign may have a partial justification.

At 5 p.m. on Fridaj next, a lecture 
on radio direction finding at sea, illus 
tratcd by slides, will be given in the 
Macdonald Physics Building, under the 
auspices of the Physical Society. 

It is not yet sufficiently known that 
the Canadian Government lias three of 
the finest radio stations in the world, at 
Cape Race, Newfoundland, Cape Canso, 
Nova Scotia, and at the entrance to 
Halifax Harbour. 

A vessel approaching Canada can in- 
quire of these stations, by radio, its 
bearing at sea. By large coils placed ait 
right angles,, the observers at the sta- 
tion can rapidly determine the direction 
of the signals from the ship and reply 
accordingly to the ship by radio. A 
reply from two stations would of course 
fix the position of the ship. An ex- 
planation of the method and apparatus 
employed will bo given by Lt. -Comman- 
der C. P. Edwards, of the Radiotcle 
graph Department at Ottawa. 

The lecture will commence at 5.10 and 
end at. 5.55. From 6 to 6-20 a moving 
picture film will be shown illustrating 
the flight of an aeroplane from London 
to Paris in a fog, explaining how the di 
rcotion is preserved by radio signals. 

All those uitcrcsted are invited to at- 
tend cither the lecture, or the moving 
picture, or both.

SINGLE BLESSEDNESS AND 
OTHER OBSERVATIONS 
By George Ade 

Everyone has at least a smiling lite- 
racy acquaintance with good, homely 
old George Ade, the doyen of present- 
day American humorists, the happy 
coiner of thousands of straight-from- 
ihe-shoulder aphorisms. 

George Adc's work has been appear- 
ing in the leading American newspa- 
pers and periodicals for close upon 
twenty-five years now, and in one of 
his more serious articles in this his 
most recent collect ion of humorous es- 
says he glances back ovi«r his career 
with just the suspicion of a trace of 
pardonable pride in work well done in 
a good cause. He has a clean record 
to look back upon for a humorist, and 
he has never lowered his flag no mat- 
ter what the prevailing fad in whimsi- 
cality might be. Just at present his 
countrymen incline towards sandbag 
whiticisms of the Ring Lardncr, H. C 
Witwcr variety, but staunch old 
George Adc is as immovable as the 
Rock of Ages. He uses slang, of 
course, but very often the slang exprès 
sion of today is the ordinary cultured 
phrase of tomorrow. His latest work- 
shows traces of a fault, that is the pro 
duct of the system and the species ra 
thcr than of the individual. He is in- 
clined to be too verbose. But humor- 
ists are only human, and the flesh is 
frail. If editors will insist on buying 
humour by the word as if they were 
purchasing pork-sausages you can 
hardly expect anything else, 

George, — one calls him instinctively 
by bis first name — is a peculiar mixture 
of lovable naivcttc and Xcw England 
acutcness. He has a fraternal fond- 
ness for large families, middle western- 
ers, prohibition, griddle cakes, Cooks 
tourists aftd other phenomena dear to 
the hearts of the bourgeoisie. Democ- 
racy in his eyes in a sort of magic pan-

attack- of stage nerves with the result 
that her characterization was glaringlj 
overemphasized.

THE COMMUNITY PLAYERS 

If the Montreal Community Players 
were nothing more than an ordinary 
every-day amateur dramatic organiza- 
tion they would be entitled to a cer- 
tain measure of praise for their per- 
formance of "Our Mr. I Icpplcwhitc" 
at His Majesty's on Monday night. 
A reasonably smooth and intelligently 
acted rendition of the lighter sort of 
farce comedy is the legitimate sort of 
any ordinary amateur company shuidd 
be proud to attain. But common court- 
esy as well as common fairness force 
us to accept the Community Players 
at their own valuation. As a rallying 
ground for amateur actors of some ex- 
perience, who are desirous of giving 
the Montreal public the better sort of 
drama that no efficiently managed 
travelling, company would be short- 
sighted enough to tour with, simply 
because the better sort of drama rarely 
pays on the road, — they fill a unique 
and exceptionally laudable field. When 
the Community Players give us Bar- 
ric's "Crichton" and promise us "An- 
drocles and the Lion" and "Lilioin" 
they deserve the cilthusiasifc support 
of every intelligent, musical-comeily- 
ridden member of the community. 

In that case why throw away good 
material on "Our Mr. Hepplcwhitc" ? 
Gladys lingers play isn't even good 
of its kind. Its social satire was bot- 
tled and put away on the shelf some- 
where about the same year that Messrs 
Milium and Co. wck subjecting their 
excellent 1905 Champagne to a similar 
process, but Champagne improves with 
age and a second-class farce most em- 
phatically does not. There arc some 
humorous lines, but the eager listener 
has to wait through SU ch a symphony 
of mere talk, doubtful puns, and ques- 
tionable motivation, /that it is hardly 
worth the effort. 

As has been already stated the per- 
formance was a reasonably smooth and 
intelligently acted rendition of a poor 
islt play, but (here were exceptions to 
the general average both in the heights 
and in the depths. An organization 
like the Community Players is forced 
to "try out" a limited number of ap- 
plicants of doubtful ability, and when 
the fates arc not as kind as they might 
be' the joy of a possible dramatic find 
is counterbalanced by the public ap- 
pearance of well-meaning persons who 
would be employed to better advan 
lage in scene-painting. In "Our Mr 
Hepplcwhitc" any actors of doubtful 
histrionic ability were still further 
hampered lliroush the fault of the 
playwright by the often unconvincing 
character of the personages they were 
supposed to represent. And,— the 
fates were not kind. 

It is with a sigh of relief that wc 
turn to the brighter side of the per- 
formance. The honours of the day fall 
quite unmistakably to Mrs. Cronibie 
for her acting of the part oi the Hon. 
Jane Baglcy. Mrs. Crombic revealed 
astonishing case and artistic restraint 
over an emotional range of consider- 
able breadth, and the singularily rich 
qualities of her voice were a charming 
asset to a very creditable piece of act- 
ing. Mr. Bruce Monicr-Williams, who 
won his spurs ;i mouth ago in the title 
role of "The Admirable Crichton", 
played with his usual intelligence anil 
precision. At times one wondered 
whether he had quite managed to dis- 
associate himself from his former part. 
A glorified butler and tin- manager of 
a department store have much in com- 
mon as far as the tricks of the trade 
arc concerned, and what differences do 
exist arc inclined to be rather subtle. 
As the Marclicsa di Candia Mrs- I". H. 
Wallis gave just the right touch of 
cynicism. .Miss Mabel Drittaiu, who 
played the part of Lady Baglcy. ap- 
peared to he handicapped by a severe
